Industry Sees 
Fire Safety 
For Flooring 
• ~ 


With homebuilders carrying on 
national campaign to build more 


safety into dwellings, floor safety 
has come in for important consicl- 
erayon, says the Construction Re- 
search bureau, national clearing 
house for building information. A 
large percentage of home accidents 
are caused by falls on slippery 
floors, 
while 
innumerable 
fires 


start or spread through fabric floor 
coverings or flammable flooring. 


In their safety considerations for 


floors, homebuilders have widely 
recommended asphalt tile. Gov- 
ernment tests show that a person 
is less likely to slip on this mate- 
rial than on any other smooth- 
surfaced resilient flooring, provid- 
ed it is not polished to an excess- 
ively high gloss. 


Asphalt tile also is highly fire- 


resistant and has been known to 
retard flames for "considerable pe- 
riods, thus preventing rapid spread 
of fire from floor, to floor. Where 
fires have burned through wooden 
joists and sub-floors over which 
asphalt tile was installed, the fire- 
resistant properties of the tile kept 
flames from bursting through into 
the rooms above, thus allowing 
firemen time to extinguish the 
blaze with minimum damage. 


One of the common causes of 


fires—the carelessly dropped cig- 
arette—is not a threat in the case 
of asphalt tile floors. The cigarette 


merely smolder and go out.

On paper it looks fine—the senate action to stop U. S. 


foreign aid, both economic and military, by 1957. Think of 
the money we'll save. 


On a map it doesn't look so fine. Or so easy. 
Most of our foreign aid up to now, both economic and 


military, has gone to Europe. It's reasoned by the econo- 
mizers that today, eight years after the end of World War 
II, it is high time Europe began to pay its own way. 


But while time has been working with us in cutting aid 


to Europe, it has been working against us in another vital 
sphere'of the world. That area is the tremendous sweep 
from Japan to North Africa, a third of the distance around 
the globe, where millions of men with colored skins are bat- 
tling for economic and political independence and equality 
with white men.

This revolution has had amazing successes in the eight 


short years since World War II. The island republic of Indo- 
nesia, formerly The Netherlands East Indies, has thrown its 
Dutch masters out. and the SO million natives are running 
their own affairs. 


India's 360 million people broke away from British rule, 


as did the 18 million in Burma. The French are in danger of 
losing Indo-China, with its 25 million people. 


Far to the west in this brown man's belt, Iran has tossed 


out the British, and in Egypt the British are on the hot seat 
A great unrest throughout Africa threatens France's vasl 
colonial holdings there. 


Thus, while time eases our problems in Europe, the same 


passing of the days and months is sharply increasing out 
potential troubles in Asia, the Middle East and Africa. And 
the reason for this is Russia.

either the United States or western Europe. In some places 
she borders it.

Fast freezing will make the cubes more crystal 
clear.

When it's too hot to eat, cool drinks can be a 


good source of essential nutrients, and be refreshing 
as well. Fruit juices are important to summer health

and are the base for many tasty beat-the-heat beverages. 


Here are some cool drink suggestions: Frozen tangerine, lemon 


and orange juice blend happily— 
especially when you add a scoop 
of mint ice cream. Combine a can 
each of - frozen grape and grape- 
fruit juice, a cup of water and a 
quart of gingerale. Float a few 
melon balls in chilled pineapple 
juice and add a sprig of mint for 
zest.

Freezing Sour Cherries 


Cherries should be washed thor- 


oughly and quickly. Place on a 
tray covered with several thick- 
nesses of absorbent paper towel 
ing and place in refrigerator until 
cherries become firm. 
Then re- 


move pits. A salad fork or three- 
pronged steel kitchen fork is ex 
cellent for this purpose. 
Some 


folks have used a clean bobby 
pin, too. Instruments are so much 
better because they, do not mash 
the fruit. 
Squeezing: the pit out 


bruises the fruit and stains fin- 
gers badly. 


Pick up the cherry with the left 


hand; with fork in right hand, 
gently press it into the stem end 
and lift out the pit. 


Place the pitted cherries in a 


bowl. Work with only one quart 
at a time. This is a suggestion 
because so much juice accumu 
lates. Arid one part sugar to four 
parts 
cherries, 
then 
package. 


Place near walls of freezer and 
start freezing at once.

Shanking- is inexcusable, 
ye 


happens to every golfer. 


It is the discouraging act of hit 


ting the ball with the neck, or 
shank, of the club. 


Many 
things cause shanking, 


but basically it is a matter of mus 
ctilar freezing at the ball. 


It can be the result of a fault} 


stance with the weight shoved for- 
ward on the toes instead of being 
distributed back from the balls ol 
the feet to the heels. This is the 
first phase to check. With a short 
iron, rolling the wrists over at 
contact will result in a shank, or 
a left-to-left shot. This error can 
be caused either by the grip or 
by an impioper pivot. 


Correct the fault of tenseness. 


It is this which usually causes you 
to slip into mechanical lethargy. 
Relax, and shanking will be held 
to a minimum until you freeze 
again. 


Topping the ball is a common 


error of most golfer?. This can be 
traced directly to moving the head 
either on the back or downswing. 


Don't subscribe to the theory 


that the head should remain in a 
fixed position throughout the swing. 
It must rotate. 


If the head moves beyond a 


normal 
lotation, 
however, 
you 


probably will lose sight of the ball 
and a topped shot,will result. 


There are mental faults that 


can be just as costly. You will en- 
counter Mich hazards as rivers, 
cieeks and ponds. Don't fight 'em. 


You will have a shot roll to a 


halt on a rocky surface. Like the 
water hazard, don't gamble on 
this shot unless you feel sure you 
can play it successfully.
